We need, first of all, to identify our enemy; to recognize it 
| for what it really is. Some see the enemy only as a political state 
or group of states, or merely as*an economic system. Spiritual

|} materialism. Whether it be entrenched in the organs of a foreign 
‘state, or in one of our own domestic institutions. It is atheistic 
| materialism that seeks to destroy us. This is the enemy. 


In the second place, we must be strong. Material 
strength is necessary, of course, and its proper organization 
and disposition are of immediate urgency. But material 
strength, like physical vision, is not enough. This nation 
must look to its spiritual strength. Our vast physical re- 
sources and our masterly technical skills will avail us noth- 
ing unless we are a people strong in the Faith which gives 
purpose to action, and in the morality which fosters discipline 
and courage. The true strength of a Christian nation is in the 
power of God which outweighs all force of arms. 


Unfortunately, in recent times the drift from God and from 
‘the ‘spiritual and supernatural view of life has seriously weakened 
this country. It is true that a rise in church membership has 
| been reported during the past few years, but.in the light of other 
evidence, one is forced to question how significant such mere 
statistics may be. One looks in vain for any corresponding in- 
crease of religion’s beneficent influence upon the nation’s life. 
Indeed, the trend in public and private morality has been down- 
| ward; there is an alarming disregard in practice for God's teach- 
\ing and for God's law. Is there any need to instance the growing 
‘evils in family life, the lustful self-indulgence which leads from 
\birth prevention and divorce, from broken homes to the broken 
lives of youthful delinquents? Need we adduce in evidence the 
|appalling circulation of indecent literature, and the low moral 
‘level of so much of the public entertainment. 


God And His Low Ignored 


It is not that the existence of God is expressly or gener- 
ally denied; it is rather that so many men ignore Him and His 
law in their absorption with the material world which He 
created. There is not yet a deliberate turning away from 
God, but there is an excessive peroccupation with creatures. 
This form of materialism reveals itself as secularism in poli- 
tics and government, as avarice in business and in the pro- 
fessions, and as paganism in the personal lives and relations 
of all too many men and women. “This people honors Me 
with their lips, but their heart is far from Me.” (Mark 
VII-6). 


Materialism has brought about a declife in the influence of 
‘religion upon American life. Confusion in our thinking and a sort 
of paralysis of the national will have been the inevitable results 
of this decline. Here then we have the source of that weakness 
which is causing so much concern to men of good will. Unless 
we arrest this religious decline, unless we push back the domes- 
tic invasion of materialism, we shall not be able, as history 
clearly attests, to withstand the enemy from without. 


Materialism is the real enemy, at home as well as abroad. 
|In its varieties there is little difference of kind; the difference is 
‘largely one of degree. Both are deadly for America. The way of 
‘matter and of the flesh is the way of death: the way of God and 
of the spirit is the way of life. If we would have life, we must 
\renew and reaffirm our faith in God and in His Christ; we must 
'cling again to that Christian moral code which is the American 
way of life at its purest and its best.

less soul. 

In addition to the advantage of

Archbishop Noll also quotes in 
full a strong resolution adopted by 
the Magazine Publishers Associ- 
ation, Inc., “whose members are 
the publishers of over 375 nation- 
ally and internationally distributed 
magazines having a combined cir- 
culation of 140,000,000 copies per 
issue. . .” In this resolution the 
members “condemn the publica- 
tion and distribution of salacious, 
repulsive and otherwise objection- 
able matter” and go on to urge: 

“The vigilant and vigorous, but 
fair, enforcement of the legislative 
bans against such objectionable 
material through legal prosecutions 
by appropriate authorities within 
the framework of existing obscen- 


ity statutes with the view to mak-| 
ing such revisions or changes as| 
may appear to be required, keep- 
ing in mind, however, the neces- 
sity of protecting the fundamental | 
guarantees of freedom of speech 
and of the press; and 

“The education of the reading 
public, through a program of pub- 
licity, on the possible effects of 
the publication and distribution of 
salacious, repulsive and otherwise 
objectionable material upon the 
people generally, and particularly 
upon the youth of the country.” 

The N.O.D.L. directors have 
constantly declared that public) 
opinion must be aroused against 
literature of all kinds which de- 
bases its readers, and particularly 
its youthful readers. But it has 


also maintained that strong legis- 
lation on the national, state and | 
local levels ought to be passed and | 
enforced to strengthen and uphold | 
the force of aroused public opi-| 


nion. 


New Orleans Acts 


This plan has recently been! 
carried out in the city of New Or- 
leans, where the city council re- 
cently passed two ordinances de- 
signed to halt the distribution of: 
horror and sex comic books. Both) 
ordinances meet all objections 
which have been raised in court 
decisions on similar ordinances. 

The first ordinance is designed 
to control the circulation of comic 


books among persons under 17 
years of age, and prohibits “the, 
selling, offering for sale, distribut-| 
ing, lending or giving away to a’ 
person under the age of 17 years 
of any horror comic book, crime) 
comic book, sexually indecent. 
comic book, or comic book portray- 
ing deeds of brutality and vio- 
lence.”

DRUGGISTS FIGHT OBJECTIONABLE COMICS — Forty- 


five druggists, members of the 


Des Moines, Iowa, Pharmacists 


Association, have pledged to clear their drugstores’ racks of 
all objectionable comics of the “weird, horror and sex type.” 
Here, one of the pharmacists, Harold D. Bean, eliminates 


horror comics from his store 


collection. The association has 


asked all non-member druggists in this city to co-operate in 
the comic book cleanup campaign. Meanwhile, the heads of 
Des Moines’ two magazine distributing agencies have pledged 


their full co-operation. 


persons over 17 years of age, and 
prohibits “the selling, offering 
for sale or giving away to a per- 
son 17 years of age or over 17 
years of age, or to any firm, cor- 
poration or other party” of the 
comics mentioned in the first or- 
dinance. 

The ordinances provide maxi- 
mum penalties of $100 fine or 90 
days in jail or both for violators 
upon conviction. 

The main responsibility for. ob- 
serving the ordinances is placed 
on wholesalers 
rather than retailers of comic 
books. The ordinances say that 
“if any wholesaler or distributor, 
or his agent or representative 
thereof, shall falsely certify to a 
retailer that any comic book, or 
comic books, supplied by him, her, 
them or it to said retailer, is not 
a horror comic book, crime book, 
sexually indecent comic book, or 
comic book portraying deeds of 
brutality and violence” they will 
be violating the ordinances. 

The term “comic book” refers to 
“any narrative, story, tale, ro- 
mance or account of events or 
happenings, fictional, factual or 
historical in which successive steps 
in the development of the action 
or plot are pictorially or graphi- 
cally illustrated by drawings or 
photographs and in which the le- 
gend, narrative or dialogue is 
printed adjacent to or on the 3 
torial illustration, usually in bal- 
loons proceeding out of the mouths 
of the characters portrayed.” 

The various kinds of comic 
books are defined in the ordinance 
as follows: 

1. “Horror’—one “the theme or 
plot of which is devoted primarily 
or in substantial part to matter 
which is gruesome, debasing, mon- 
strous, vile, demonic, unnatural, 
ghoulish, weird, horrible, vicious, 
depraved, inhuman, or otherwise 
calculated to inspire in readers 
feelings of terror, fear, revulsion, 
disgust or morbid curiosity.” 

2. “Crime”—one “the theme or 
plot of which is devoted primarily 
or in substantial part to the por- 
trayal of the planning and/or com- 
mission of criminal deeds such as 
murders, rapes, armed robberies, 
burglaries, thefts, kidnappings, ar- 
sons, the dling, sale or use of 


home | narcotics or other felonies or con- 


spiracies or attempts to commit 
such felonies.” 

3. “Sexually or morally inde- 
cent”—one “the theme or plot of 
which is devoted primarily or in 
substantial part to sexually or 
morally offensive or objectionable 
subject matter such as adultery, 
homosexuality, sadism, masochism, 
and other perversions or in which 
male and female characters are de-

4. “Portraying deeds of brutal- 
_ity and violence’’—one “the theme 
|or plot of which is devoted pri- 
| marily or in substantial part to 
_deeds or acts of brutality or vio- 
‘lence such as assaults, cuttings, 
| stabbings, beatings, sluggings, eye- 
| gouging, brutal Ficking burnings, 
dismemberments and other repre- 
hensible assaults and batteries on 
the person.” 


The campaign to pass these two 
ordinances was begun on August 
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31, when Mr. E. J. Rice, chair- 
man of the civic affairs committee 
of the Edward Douglas White 
Council No. 3246, Knights of Co- 
lumbus, wrote to the mayor of New 
Orleans, deLesseps §S. Morrison, 
stating that the members of his 
committee “would like to meet 
with you, the city attorney, and 
members of the city council, to dis- 
cuss the so-called comic book sit- 
uation, and determine the best pos- 
sible means of proceeding in the 
matter with a view of unified and 
effective legislation on the sub- 
ject.” 

Mayor Morrison referred the let- 
ter to city council president Glenn 
P. Clasen, stating in his reply to 
Mr. Rice that “I am thoroughly and 
heartily in accord with your views 
toward making the necessary steps 
to correct what has gotten to be 
a decided menace to the young- 
sters through horror and other in- 
decent publications.” 

Clasen wrote to assistant city 
attorney Raoul Sere asking him to 
prepare an ordinance designed to 
deal with the problem. Clasen 
wrete that “Many of these books 
tend to impress our juvenile read- 
ers with the idea that they can 
violate both city and moral laws.” 

Representatives of religious, ed- 
ucational and civic groups met 
with a special council committee to 
urge that ordinances be passed 
while the committee studied other 


ordinances to determine the best 
way to meet the problem. 

Sister Peter Foria of Redemp- 
torist high school told the com- 
mittee that the “crime, the hor- 
ror and sex books” provide for 
youth “a course in murder, arson, 
perversion and other sex crimes.” 

The Catholic School Coopera- 
tive Clubs, the St. Matthias School 
Cooperative Club, the Presidents’ 
Cooperative Club, and the New 
Orleans Council of Parent-Teacher 
Associations all passed resolutions 
calling on the council to take steps 
to halt the sale of the horror and 
sex comics. 

Judge Leo B. Blessing of the 
New Orleans juvenile court told 
the council that some comic books 
constitute “literature which in 
some instances is worse than nar- 
cotics.” 

The special committee, headed 
by Councilman James E. Fitzmor- 
ris, Jr., then made a detailed study 
of similar comic book ordinances 
throughout the country. The com- 
mittee was determined “to take 
advantage of the mistakes that 
have been made elsewhere.” 

The two ordinances were intro- 
duced to the city council on Oc- 
tober 28 and were unanimously 
passed on November 4.

tunatus Hueber, completed a large 
volume of short biographies of 
saintly Franciscans. This menol- 
ogy contains the names of 6,000 
martyrs, confessors, virgins, wi- 
dows, men and women, old and 
young who followed one of the 
three rules of St. Francis, all of 
whom lived holy lives, often doing 
only ordinary duties, and died 
saintly deaths. 

Of these, 319 have been canon- 
ized and/or beatified. This number 
includes 193 from the First Order 
of St. Francis; 30 from the Second 
Order, the Poor Clares; and 86 
from the Third Order of St. Fran- 
cis.

A weak and vacillating 
Christianity, a partial, truncated 
Christianity, paying lip service 
to God and te the spirit, but de- 
voted im practice to man and 
matter, can never triumph in the 
battle with tetal, determined 
materialism. 

Our nation, if it is to survive, 

must recover and renew its Chris 


purpose to end the present confu- 
sion; strength instead of weak- 
ness; a dynamic zeal to overcome 
the difficulties of life; and uplift- 
ing, soul-stirring motive for the 
fight to the death against the total 
materialist enemy. In the sign of 
Christ's Cross our ancestors in the 
Faith conquered the ancient pa- 
ganism and ve mankind the 
golden ages of the Christian era. 
We in our day shall conquer the 
new paganism, atheistic material.- 
ism, in the same triumphant sign.

THE BULLETIN was put out in 
connection with the Vatican— 
Marian Year stamp exhibit, held 
here to commemorate the 25th; 
anniversary of Vatican City’s first | 
postal issues. 


International lawyers generally 
agree, Father Robert A. Graham, 
SJ., noted in a bulletin article, 
that the Holy See and the Vati- 
can State are two separate inter- 
national personalities. 

The Holy See, he wrote, is by 
far the more important of the two. 
It may be described, he stated, “as 
a non-territorial international per- 
sonality exercising sovereign pre- 
rogatives, including sovereignty 
over the Vatican State.” 

Vatican City, which fulfills the 
minimum definition of a state, is 
unique as a state, Father Graham 
continued. Its sole aim, he said, is 
to guarantee the Pontiff’s inde- 
pe of any civil power. 

SOME INTERNATIONAL law 


authorities, he noted, have called 
Vatican City a “vassal state,” not 


subordinate to and serves the pur- 
poses of the Holy See. 

By the Holy See the author 
means the Pope as Supreme 
Pontiff together with the persons 
associated with him in the gev- 
ernment of the Church at Rome. 


Arrange For Status 
With American Group 


Washington — (NC) — Mlle. 
Marie Levesque du Rostu, presi- 
dent general of the World Union of 
Catholic Women’s Organizations, 
and Mile. Francoise de Saint Mau- 
rice, general secretary, met with 
the Organization of American 
States here to complete arrange- 
ments for consultative status with 
that body. 

Present at the meeting were the 
heads of the departments of eco- 
nomic and social studies, cultural 
and juridicial affairs as well as re- 
presentatives of the Inter-Ameri- 
can Commission of Women. 

The two women leaders attend- 
ed the national convention of the 
National Council of Catholic Wo- 
men in Boston and a Bureau meet- 
ing of the World Union. Both are 
from Paris France. 


No religious leader in the world, 
he declared, has a position in 
international law comparable to 
that of the Pope. This position 
does not result, he pointed out, 
from the fact that the Holy Father 
is the sovereign of Vatican City. 
The Popes, he wrote, have shown 
an authority and exercised an in- 
fluence in world affairs over a 
long period of time “which com- 
pels states to accord them treat- 
ment normally reserved to civil 
rulers.” 


WHILE INTERNATIONAL law 
does not commit 
theological position, he said, inter- 
national lawyers acknowledge that 
the Pope has his special position as 
a result of his religious role. He is, 
Father Graham stated, a religious 
authority whose non-territorial 
sovereignty is recognized in inter- 
national law. 


History, he concluded, shows 
that it is a “gross misconcep- 
tien” of the unique position of 
the Holy See to imagine that it is 
based on the Vatican State. To 
show the relationship between 
Vatican City and the Holy See 
he cited an authority who wrote: 


“The Pope is not sovereign be- 
cause he is the ruler of the Vatican 
State; he is the ruler of the Vati- 
can because he is sovereign.”

Rome Paper Calls Peron's 
Attack On Bishops Serious 


Rome — (Radio, NC) — A front- 
page article in the Catholic Action 
daily here, Il Quotidiane, has de- 
scribed the Argentinian regime’s 
attack on the Bishops and priests 
there as creating a situation of 
“undoubted seriousness.” 


The article carried the pseu- 
donym of Carlo Adami. Vatican 
circles stated that while the article 
cannot be called an “official” warn- 
ing to the regime of President 
Juan Peron, it can be called an 
“authoritative” one. 

The Quotidianoe writer analyzed 
the Church-state dispute as a 
case of the state trying narrowly 
to circumscribe the mission of the 
Church. He reminded the Argen- 
tinian regime that the Church's 
teachi mission extends beyond 
the strictly spiritual realm. He 
quoted from the recent address of 
His Holiness Pope Pius XII to 
some 250 Cardinals, Archbishops 
and Bishops in Rome. 


“MANY AND SERIOUS are the 
problems in the social field— 
whether they be merely social or 
socio-political, they pertain to the 
moral order, are of concern to 
conscience and the salvation of 
men,” the writer quoted the Holy 
Father. “Thus they cannot be de- 
clared outside the authority and 
care of the Church. . .” 


“Common sense, and truth as 
well, are contradicted by who- 
ever asserts that these and like 
problems are outside the field of 
morals, and hence are, or at 
least can be, beyond the in- 
finence of that authority estab- 
lished by God te see to a just 
order and to direct the con- 
sciences and actions of men 
along the path to their true and 
final destiny.

Letter To Holy See Called 


Communist Propaganda Piece 


FATHER PATRICK O'CONNOR, Society of St. Columban 


Saigon — (NC) — A letter al- 
legedly signed by 45 Vietnamese 
“ecclesiastics” asking the Holy 
See’s approval of the Red Viet- 
minh regime and announced over 
the Chinese communist radio is ob- 
viously a propaganda piece pro- 
duced under orders. 

It is highly doubtful whether 45 
priests signed the letter. Ten who 
are known to have been siding 
with the Vietminh doubtlessly 
signed it. If the others did, the 
majority certainly acted only 
under pressure. 


Cardinal Guevara 
Of Peru Mourned 


Lima, Peru — (NC) — Govern- 
ment and civic officials joined in 
expressions of sympathy and re- 
gret when word was received that 
His Eminence Juan Gualberto Car- 
dinal Guevara, Archbishop of 
Lima, had died here after a long 
iliness af the age of 72. Created 
a Cardinal in 1946, he was the first 
Prince of the Church in Peru’s 
history.

As 
now constituted the College is 
made up of 21 Italians and 43

es.

dent” church and which persecut- 
ed Chinese Catholics, certainly 
does not make the letter any more 
plausible. 

The letter is probably an at-
